“Conditions In Canada, where taxes 
are remitted or reduced to s minimum 
snd deficits In operating revenues of 
•he Canadian National arq made up or 
borne by the Government, and condi¬ 
tions In the United States, where these ! 
concessions to the carriers are not 
made, are not comparable, and the 
carriers In the Northwest, even under 1 
the present basis of rates, are not j 
earning the 5% per cent, return re-j 
ferred to. or as much as the carriers! 
In the western district as * whole, and 
considerably less than the earners In 
the eastern or the southern district." 

Dealing briefly with rates on live¬ 
stock. the report says that when scales 
have teen prescribed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the rate scale 
Is generally lower than under compar¬ 
able Canadian rate scales. w ~ -- 

The commission's report was made 


after a special investigation requested 
by the Senate last May. Among In¬ 
structions In the proposal waa one 
directing the. commission to make 
rates over United 8tstes roads on 
grain shipment* equal' to those pre¬ 
vailing on Canadian railroads. If such 
reductions should be found possible, 
snd the comm!-.Ion responded that 
the railroad revenues would not stand 
any such reduction. 

"A reduction In the rates In tbs 
Northwest to the Canadian basis, sug¬ 
gested |n the resolution. Is not war¬ 
ranted." the report said. 

Though the resolution principally 
referred to grain shipments for export 
from the Mississippi snd the Missouri 
Valley territory, the commission also 
pointed out that export rates from the 
Pacific Northwest, from the Southwest 
and other producing territories would 
be affected and that a whole series of 
rate relationships would be shifted by 
any changes in s single territory. 

The commission was continuing, the 
Senate also was told, “a general in¬ 
vestigation into the Justice and pro¬ 
priety of all grain rate*, particularly 
those in Western territory, snd may 
find some-adjustments-advisable upon 
completion of the proceedings."

EVADING BUTTONHOLES 
One Mother Says. 

I have found a much simpler method 
of fastening my baby’s clothes than by 
buttons and buttonhole*. X sew on 
buttons as usual and then make little 
loops Instead of buttonholes. I make 
these by taking a stitch, the length of 
the diameter of the button, in the edge 
of the placket on the buttonhole aide, 
using a double thread of heavy embroi¬ 
dery thread and then buttonholing over 
these threads and fastening securely 
into the edge of the material These 
loops are neat and durable if properly 
made. And much quicker to make than 
buttonholes *
